( 2 ). The term of office of the members of the 
provisional Legislative Assembly ishall: expire 
immediately before the first meeting of the Legis 
lative Assembly duly constituted after the first 
general election to that Assembly . 

(3 ). The provisional Legislative Assembly cons 
tituted under this section shall, for so long as it 
is in existence, be deemed to be the Legislative 
Assembly duty constituted under this Act and 
accordingly the other provisions of this Act, so 
far as may be , apply in relation to the provisional 
Legislative Assembly as they apply in relation to 
the Legislative Assembly."

13. Provision as to sitting members in the House 
of the People and the Council of States. Notwith 
standing anything contained in sections 11 and 12 

(a) the member representing, immediately be 
fore the commencement of this Act, the Union 
Sterritory of Arunachal Pradesh in the present 

House of the People shall continue to represent 
that Union territory until the dissolution of the 
present House of the People and so often as before 
such dissolution the seat allotted to that Union 
territory in the present House of the People 
becomes vacant, it shall be filled by a person 
nominated by the President and that person shall 
represent that Union territory in the present 
House of the People until its dissolution ; 

(b ) the member representing , immediately be 
fore the commencement of this Act, the Union 
territory of Arunachal Pradesh in the Council of 
States shall continue to represent that Union 
territory until the expiry of his term of office.
